The  1955  track  season  at  St. 
Joseph’s  officially  opened  on  Feb.

Coach  Robbins,  in  his  second 
year  of  coaching  at  St.  Joseph’s, 
will  have  just  18  days  to  prepare 
his  team  for  their  opening  indoor 
appearance  in  the  University  of 
Chicago  Relays,  to  be  held  on 
Feb.  26.

tral  into  a  61-56  lead. 

Banary  then  found  the  range 
and,  aided  by  Terry  MacCarthy’s 
three  baskets,  blew  the  game  wide 
open  as  St.  Joe  raced  to  a  77-67 
lead  and  held  on  to  win. 

Banary  finished  the  evening 
with  23  points.  Kellogg  and  Mac- 
Carthy  each  added  16  for  St.  Joe. 
Don  Merki’s  25  point  average  suf¬ 
fered  as  the  Pumas’  big  center 
was  held  to  six  points.  Merki  was 
guarded  by  Bob  Jewell,  who  led 
Indiana  Central  with  20  points.

Hot  Pumas  Finish  Jan. 
With  Victory  Streak 

Feb.  10 — The  record  scoring  of 
Center  Don  Merki  has  been  one 
of  the  main  highlights  of  St. 
Joseph’s  basketball  season. 

While  the  Pumas  have  been 
blowing  hot  and  cold,  winning 
seven  and  losing  eight  of  their 
fifteen  games,  Merki  has  tallied

Assumption,  Louisville. 

Bishop  Maloney  is  the  ninth  of  St.  Joseph’s 
alumni  to  be  elevated  to  the  hierarchy.

The  decree  by  the  apostolic  delegate  to  the 
United  States  was  read  by  the  Rt.  Rev.  Richard 
Maloney  (no  relation  to  the  new  bishop),  pastor 
of  St.  Richard  Church. 

Assisting  Bishop  Maloney  in  vesting  and 
throughout  the  consecration  was  his  brother,  Fr. 
James  C.  Maloney,  ’31,  director  of  Boy’s  Haven, 
and  his  uncle,  Fr.  James  J.  Maloney,  pastor  of 
Holy  Cross  Church. 

Two  young  brothers  of  the  new  bishop,  John 
and  Thomas  Maloney,  were  servers  at  the  Mass. 
Responses  for  the  Mass  were  sung  by  the  Priests 
Choir,  made  up  of  young  priests  and  seminarians. 

On  Feb.  1,  the  night  before  the  consecration, 
Bishop  Maloney  was  guest  of  honor  at  a  reunion 
of  his  St.  Joseph’s  Class  of  ’32.

Brown,  Howard  Hoover,  Joseph  Forwith  and  Carl 
Strasser. 

Bishop  Maloney’s  two  brothers,  Fr.  James  and 
Mr.  David  Maloney,  '35,  were  special  guests.  The 
three  Lutkemeier  priest-brothers,  Gerard,  ’25, 
Camillus,  ’19,  and  Joseph,  ’17,  were  there  for 
awhile. 

After  the  consecration  ceremonies,  a  luncheon 
for  the  clergy  was  held  at  the  Kentucky  Hotel. 
A  reception  for  Bishop  Maloney  was  held  from 
2:30  to  5:30  on  Sunday  afternoon  at  Bellarmine 
College. 


One  move  the  small  college 
must  make,  he  continued,  is  to 
narrow  the  course  of  studies  and 
not  try  to  be  all  things  to  all 
men.  This  should  be  done  both  for 
the  sake  of  economics  involved 
and  for  adequate  academic  stand¬ 
ards.  Though  such  a  move  ex¬ 
cludes  some  potential  students,  it 
is  a  clear-cut  choice  between  the 
common  good  and  a  private  good, 
he  added. 

Father  Horrigan  said  the  key 
problem  of  the  small  Catholic 
college  has  always  been  money. 
The  need  for  expansion  sharpens 
the  urgency  of  this  problem,  he 
wrote. 

It  will  be  necessary  to  use  more 
lay  teachers  because  most  re¬ 
ligious  communities  and  dioceses 
are  not  going  to  be  able  to  match 
the  coming  boom  of  enrollments, 
Father  Horrigan  wrote.  This  will 
mean  more  money  will  be  needed 
for  salaries  and  other  needs. 

The  college  president  suggested 
some  steps  small  Catholic  colleges 
might  take  are  to  sharpen  up 
their  long-range  fund-raising  cam¬ 
paigns,  improve  their  public  re¬ 
lations  and  set  up  an  Alumni 
Fund.  He  also  recommended  the 
schools  join  groups  banded  to¬ 
gether  to  solicit  corporation  gifts.
